WILMINGTON - Three plan- 
ning boards met in 
Wilmington Town Hall 
Tuesday night to hear a pre- 
sentation on form based code 
for the Tri-Town development 
area. The Tri-Town develop- 
ment area is the parcel of 
undeveloped land surrounding 
the- proposed Interstate 93 
interchange to be built 
between the Route 125 and 
Dascomb Road exits. The 
code does not include plans 
for a shopping mall nor hous- 

Jing on Tewksbury parcels. In 
Wilmington, the code calls for 
_ an employment park, which, 


‘will accommodate plans for a 


hotel down the road. 

Between Andover, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
there are about 1,190 acres, 
the bulk in Andover with 550, 


Wilmington next with 370 and 
270 in Tewksbury. However, 
after the consulting firm con- 
sidered wetlands, easements, 
and habitats the land suitable 
for development is decreased 
by about one-half to 395 in 
Andover, 9 in Tewksbury, and 
101 acres in Wilmington. 

In September, the consulting 
firm Ferrell Madden Lewis, 
LLC began holding charettes 
in the three towns to engage 
residents in the design 
process. The first was held at 
Tewksbury Town Hall and the 
second in Andover last 
January. The code sets para- 
meters for the style of build- 
ing~as- well as -the-land-use 
and includes standards for 
facades, street types and 
streetscapes, parking, 
squares and greens, accept- 
able tree lists, and more.

Press/January 2009), by 
David S. Brody, received the 
following positive review 
from Publisher's Weekly: 
Lawyer Cameron Thorne is 
trying to help an elderly cou- 
ple keep their home when he 
finds himself dangerously 
immersed in an ancient con- 
spiracy. Forced on the run 


with researcher Amanda, 
with deadly stalkers from two 
extremist factions hot on 
their trail, they begin to piece 
together information that ties 
together clues scattered 
across the Northeast. These 
clues reveal centuries old 
efforts by the Catholic 
Church to suppress informa- 
tion about Prince Henry 
Sinclair and the Templars 
that could tear the church 
apart if they survive long 
enough to reveal them. Brody 
delves right into the histori- 
cal fiction field made so 
trendy by works like The Da 
Vinei Code and picks up 
where they leave off. The 
novel is extremely well- 
researched and self-aware,

“This past November, Jodi 
MacKenzie coached the 
Wilmington High School 
Field Hockey team to its best 
Season since 1992. She was 
named the Cape Ann League 
Coach of the Year, and the 
Town Crier Coach of the Year 
after guiding the team to a 13- 
44 overall record, which 
included a trip to the second 
round of the Division 2 North 
sectional tournament. Seven 
months after that magical 
season, she has been forced 
to: resign from the post by 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton. 

~ Several weeks ago 
“MacKenzie informed WHS 
Principal Eric Tracy that she 
would be resigning as a spe- 
cial education teacher at 
WHS to take the same posi- 
‘tion at Shawsheen Voc Tech 
sin Billerica. Three days after 
“getting full support from 
“Tracy on her decision, 
“MacKenzie was sent an email 
from Benton asking her to 
qesign as the head varsity 
‘field hockey coach. 

> “Jodi has decided to leave 
-Wilmington High School to 
take a position at Shawsheen 
“Tech, and we are reposting 
‘the field hockey position 
‘because we feel that it is best 
‘for the coaches to see the kids 
iduring school, and we feel 
cthat it’s a great recruiting 
‘tool to have coaches in the 
school,” said Benton. “We 
feel that there are other 
young teachers at the high 
school who are looking for 
coaching positions, and if 
they are qualified and meet 
the standards of (Athletic 
Director Ed) Harrison and 
Mr. Tracy, then we will move 
forward.” 


Benton added that she takes 
full responsibility for this 
action, and doesn’t believe 
that a teacher who leaves the 
School system to teach some- 
where else should be allowed 
to. stay on as a head varsity 
athletic coach. She was asked 
about other coaches on the 
staff such as new 

Audrey Cabral-Pini (softball) 
and Joe Maiella (boys basket-

MacKenzie has lived in 
Wilmington all of her life. She 
weut through the Wilmington 
(school System and graduated 
in 1998.

In the past 15 months, the 
WHS athletic department has 
lost arguably one of the 
greatest coaches to ever walk 
through the gymnasium and 
one of the best the state’s 
ever seen, has lost a two- 
sport assistant coach who is 
revered more by the children 
of this town than the latest 
winner of American Idol, and 
now has lost a young, out- 
standing female coach, who 
has not only been a fixture in 
turning the field hockey pro- 
gram completely around, but 
has been a tremendous role 
model to the young females 
of WHS. And for what rea- 
son? 

Jodi MacKenzie left her 
teaching position at WHS to 
do what any other person in 
this country would have done 
— to take the same position at 
another school (or job) all 
the while making more 
money.

Since her first day on the 
job in 1996, she’s been respon- 
sible for envisioning, creating, 
sand enhancing 18 exhibitions, 
encompassing —_ everything 
from a prehistoric flying rep- 
tile hovering above the popu- 
lar T. rex, to the Apollo 
Command Module which was 
renovated for the 40th 
anniversary of the Moon land- 


ing. 

Durham became interested 
in “trying innovative things 
that are good for the environ- 
ment” when she was a student 
in RIT’s cooperative program 
at IBM in 1982, helping devel- 
op a “green” dual-purpose 
package for photocopier toner 
and its removal. In 1983, she 
headed for the Polaroid 
Corporation in Cambridge, 
where she oversaw business 
and professional film product 
packaging design for 50 prod- 


Part of Durham’s job 
involves coming up with a 
method to pay for new 
exhibits, as well as designing 
the exhibits themselves. 

“Since museums frequently 
create things for the first 
time, installing a new exhibit 
can easily cost $3 million,” 


Durham 
worked on recently was the 
renovation of New England 
Habitats exhibit, which cost 
$50,000 but transformed a 
series of aging but popular 
dioramas featuring bear 
mounts and other creatures 
into “our greenest” exhibit. 
Labels printed on wood, not 
petroleum-based —_ surfaces, 
and special lighting now offer 
“windows into the natural 
world.” 

“The Museum of Science 
was actually built in eight sec- 
tions over the last 60 years or 


already noticing that a lot

“This is also where we real- 
ly broke new ground in terms 
of making the museum 
exhibits accessible to all visi- 
tors. We try to make every 
exhibit as interesting and

Durham and her staff uti- 
lize a lot of input from visitors 
to the museum when deciding 
what exhibits to spend their 
money on. 

“We do a lot of visitor 
research, and sometimes it’s 
by gut feel, that this area 
needs some freshening up, but 
other times it’s based on visi- 
tor research - asking them 
what areas they feel could use

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PRIORITIES, PLANS, PERCEPTIONS, AND THE BOTTOM LINE 


WINCHESTER: 
TOWN CENTRAL 

With Town Meeting over 
and its budget set, the 
Planning Board held a discus- 
sion about its priorities for the 
coming fiscal year,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The Tewn Center initia- 
tive, which received funding 
from Town Meeting, is one 
already in progress. An eco- 
nomic and marketing study of 
the town center was done, the 
Planning Board and Board of 
Selectmen jointly hosted com- 
munity conversations, and a 
new parking study got under- 
way last year. 

“The Board discussed next 
steps as developing a vision 
and mapping the area to show 
assets, neighborhood identi- 
ties, zones, and appropriate 
uses and development. It is 
intending to devote time to 
this initiative at its June 17 
meeting. 

“Lance Grenzeback com- 
mented that after the board 
has looked at downtown neigh- 
borhoods and gotten a sense 
of what works and why, the 
board can look at a proposal 
such as recently came in for 
68 Elwood Ave. within the con- 
text of a neighborhood vision. 
He suggested that neighbor- 
hood be one of the first they 
look at. 

“Also underway for the 
downtown is a parking study. 
An analysis of parking avail- 
ability and usage has been 
done and presented to the pub- 
lic, The next report is expect- 
ed on July 8. 

“Connected with the down- 
town is the MBTA’s repair and 
improvement of the train sta- 
tion. Town Planner Betsy 
Ware previously reported to 
the board having conversa- 
tions with Town Manager Mel 
Kleckner about integrating 
the train station project and 
any related parking with the 
downtown revitalization pro- 


gram. 

“At its latest meeting, 
Mary McKenna reported hav- 
ing written on the board’s 
behalf to Rep. Jason Lewis 
about the idea of a local com- 
mittee to collaborate with the 
MBTA on a vision for a more 
attractive station and viaduct. 
McKenna reported hearing 
from Lewis that he is already 
moving on the idea. 

“Another priority is the 
Zoning Bylaw. Questions have 
emerged about changes to the 
bylaw having crept in during 
the recodification process. 
The board would like to 
address these questions with 
other boards and staff. 

“Another document the 
board has been working on is 
the Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations, This is reported- 
ly nearing completion but 
needs further legal and engi- 
neering review before being 


presented to the community 
and before being adopted. 

“Pursuing the reclassifica- 
tion of the planner position 
with the Personnel Board is 
another priority, so much so 
that the board voted to 
request a joint meeting with 
the Personnel Board. The 
board failed to get a, majority 
vote at Town Meeting for a 
raise in salary and is con- 
cerned that Winchester's posi- 
tion is not competitive with 
those in other communities. 

“On a second level of prior- 
ity, projects to be commenced 
later, probably in the fall, 
include the Master Plan 
Phase II and North Main 
Street. Town Meeting voted a 
$40,000 appropriation for the 
Master Plan, which the board 
is hoping to supplement with a 
$20,000 state grant and could 
supplement with about $8,000 
carried forward from phase 1. 

“The main focus is to be 
transportation. Other chap- 
ters will be devoted to histori- 
cal and natural resources, 
open space, and infrastruc- 
ture...” 

TEWKSBURY: THINKING

“Local residents and sever- 
al Aldermen ... applauded 
Kraft Foods for reducing the 
severity’ of a foul odor that 
clouds over the area surround- 
ing the Hill Court plant in 
East Woburn just off Route 
93,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“During a Kraft Foods Ad 
Hoc Committee meeting ... an 
independent consultant 
retained by the corporation 
concluded that the company 
has made strides in address- 
ing the foul odor, which in 
recent years has plagued resi- 
dents in East Woburn, south 
Stoneham, and even as far 


away as Reading. 
“According to Roy 
Desrochers, of GEI 


Consultants, recent tests have 
indicated that the food manu- 
facturer has made strides in 
eliminating sources of the 
odor that are caused by fla- 
voring and ingredients, 

“Kraft is also adding equip- 
ment and developing new 
deodorizers to address smells 
that originate in the waste or 
byproduct basins at the plant, 
as well as within the so-called 
gelatin building, Desrochers 
claimed. 

“The real focus is the last 
one, said the GEI project 
manager, referring to odors 
from the gelatin building. ‘If 
you can control odors from 
within the building, you don’t 
have to worry about them get- 
ting out.” 

“Tf the case of the basins 


9 percent of the samples 
we've looked at are in that low 
category, Desrochers later 
commented.” 

The bottom line? 

“Woburn Health Agent 
Jack Fralick, reiterating a 
point made by the Kraft con- 
sultant, stressed that there 
was a big difference between 
a scientific measure of suc- 
cess and what is considered 
progress to abutting resi- 
dents...

who owned the top throw in 
the shot put virtually all sea- 
son, made it official at the 
NCAA Division II Track and 
Field Championship at 
Johnson C. Smith’s Irwin 
Belk Complex. 

Saving her best career 
throw for her last college 
competition, Barrett threw 50 
feet, 8.25 inches on her second 
attempt - marking the first- 
ever time she eclipsed 50 ieet 
- to win the national champi- 
onship. 

“After my first throw, I 
knew it was solid enough to 
get me to the final,” said 
Barrett. “I had it in my head 
that I was already there and I 
just needed to put it together. 
When I threw 50’, I knew that 
it was either going to be good 
for first or second. I knew how 
the other women could throw. 
But no one wanted this more 
than I did.” 

Barrett becomes the 
women’s track and field pro- 
gram’s third-ever national 
champion and second titlist in 
four years, joining former dis- 
tance runner Nicole Plante, 
who won the 10,000 meters in 
2007; and Jane ‘Servi, who 

. captured the high jump at the 
1988 NCAA indoor champi- 
onship. 

“All I wanted from her was 
50 feet and I got a lot more 
than that,” said UMass 
Lowell’s throws coach 
Barbara Smith, who has 
coached three UMass Lowell 


athletes who finished runners- 
up: Heather Oldham in 2003, 
Enjoli Edwards in 2006 and 
Barrett at the 2010 indoors. 

“Jacqui came into this 
meet much different,” Smith 
added. “She walked in like she 
belonged here. She was unbe- 
lievable, She has so much con- 
fidence. The meet has been 
tough because there was delay 
after delay on Friday, and you 
wonder how that is going to 
affect her.” 

The shot put was originally 
scheduled for Friday night at 
7:30, but most of Friday’s 
events were postponed to 
Saturday due to a series of 
lightning and rain delays. 

Barrett, whose personal 
best throw was 49’ 11.75” 
achieved at Princeton 
University’s Larry Ellis 
Invitational on Apr. 17, opened 
the competition with a ster- 
ling effort of 49° 3.0” and fol- 


lowed with the dis- 
tance of 50’ 8.25” on her next 
attempt. 


“When I threw it, I saw 
where I landed and I knew it 
was 50 feet, but exactly how 
far, I didn’t know,” Barrett 
noted. “I asked the officials if 
I could cross the track and I 
gave Barbara a huge hug. I 
knew Kelly Ash (of Ashland 
University, the runner-up) had 
to beat me on her last throw, 
but I had one more attempt 
after her. I don’t even remem- 
ber my last throw.” 

Barrett followed with dis- 
tances of 49° 1.0”, 43” 7.5”, 46” 
6.0” and 47’ 6.0”, 

“When she threw 49’ 3.0 to 
open the series, she came out 
of the circle and you could see 
a little swagger, as if she was 
saying ‘I'm on today,” said 
UMass Lowell Head Coach 
Gary Gardner. “Then she 
threw a bomb on her second 
attempt. She was really on a

Barrett’s progress this sea- 
son is all the more remarkable 
considering she finished 15th 
at the NCAA Championship a 
year ago with a distance of 43° 
5.0, her first NCAA appear- 
ance. 

“I think it’s my confidence, 
just growing up and being 
more mature,” Barrett said. “I 
decided to be more positive 
this year. From day one I just 
put everything into practice. 
I’m here for a reason.” 

Added Gardner: “I think 
getting into and doing well in 
a lot of big meets has been a 
huge difference this year. 
She’s at a level where even on 
a bad day, she could end up an 
All-American.” 

Lost in Barrett's monu- 
mental day was the fact that 
she edged the school record - 
previously 50' 8.0" by Oldham 
in 2008 - by a quarter inch.

She also 
contributed to the creation of 
the Nanotechnology exhibit 
which explores how scientists 
manipulate matter on a very 
tiny scale to build materials 
and devices.

So we cre- 
ated a bunch of interactives 
for this exhibit that are really 
geared towards people who 
want to engage only with the 
sound aspect of bird watching, 
but also a lot of visuals for the 
more traditional bird watch- 
ers.” 

Durham is also leading 
development of an exhibition 
tracing the history of the 
Museum of Science within the 
context of other museums, 
chronicling how the Museum’s 
mission and focus have 
evolved to meet the changing 
needs of society over the last 
180 years, The exhibit will use 
artifacts and smaller exhibits 
to depict the Museum since its
